LONDON, July 26 (UP).— 
Russia tonight formally accused . 
Yugoslavia of imprisoning, flogging 
and torturing 31 Soviet citizens liv- 
ing in Yugoslavia and demanded 
their immediate release from pri- 
son, Moscow Radio announced. 

The note, broadcast tonight and 
distributed in London by the So- 
viet Monitor, said:

In 
June, 1947, a welfare center re- 
ceived some $15,000 for 11,000 
clients, making the individual al- 
lotment about $1.50 a month. 
While hardly - sufficient, it now 
looms as magnificent. In June, 
1949, under: Hilliard’s regime, a 
center with 11,000 clients received 
$500, granting about one half cent 
a person per month for clothing!
